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amended solar ordinance 


Wabash County Board of Commissioners 
approved first reading of new language Monday

An updated version of a 
commercial solar ordinance 
which was first approved last 
year was given initial approval 
by the Wabash County Board 
of Commissioners this week. 

In late June 2021, the com- 
missioners had placed a mor- 


atorlum on new commercial 
solar energy projects while 
the proposed ordinance was 
being crafted. 

In October 2021, the Wa- 
bash County Board of Com- 
missioners meeting unani- 
mously adopted a new solar 
ordinance. Planning Commis- 
sion director Mike Howard 
said the process began in May 


2021. The Wabash County 
Planning Commission held 
a special meeting the week 
before the October 2021 com- 
missioners’ meeting during 
which they adopted the pro- 
posed ordinance. 

During the October 2021 
commissioners’ meeting, 
Howard said they had consid- 
ered two different sets of set- 
backs for solar farms. 

“One set of setbacks were 
similar to what other coun- 
ties have done,” said Howard. 


“We also created what we 
called a proportional group 
of setbacks. In a proportional, 
the larger the solar, the larger 
the setbacks. The board want- 
ed to go with proportional set- 
backs at this time.” 

During the October 2021 
commissioners’ meeting, 
then-chairman Jeff Dawes 
said only one person spoke in 
favor of solar farms at the pre- 
vious week’s meeting.

All business tangible 
personal property tax 
returns must be filed 
by Monday, May 16

All business tangible per- 
sonal property tax returns 
must be filed in the Wabash 
County Assessor’s Office 
by Monday, May 16, said 
assessor Kelly Schenkel. 

Schenkel said every per- 
son — including any firm, 
company, farmer or indi- 
vidual owning, holding, 
possessing or controlling 
tangible personal property 
as of Jan. 1 of any year — 
is required to file a person- 
al property tax return each 
year. 

“This includes all equip- 
ment that has been pur- 
chased to run your busi- 
ness,” said Schenkel. “Do

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not get this confused with 
owning real estate proper- 
ty.” 

Schenkel said businesses 
that have equipment that 
costs under $80,000 are still 
required to file the business 
tangible personal property 
tax return, however, they 
will be exempt from paying 
taxes. Failure to file for the 
exempt amount will result 
in a $25 penalty. 

Schenkel said penalties 
will be applied after Mon- 
day, May 16 for late filings.

Beyond business property 
taxes, local personal prop- 
erty taxes are also due next 
month. 

Spring and fall proper- 
ty tax statements for 2022 
were mailed Tuesday, April 
5, said Wabash County 
Treasurer LuAnn Layman. 

Layman said those with 
an escrow account on their 
property will receive a 
statement in the mail with 
the words “In Escrow” wa- 
termarked over them.

“Please do not pay this 
bill as we have also giv- 
en the information to the 
lender to pay for you,” said 
Layman. 

Spring bills are due by 
Tuesday, May 10. Taxes that 
are not paid by the deadline 
will receive a penalty. One 
check may be used when 
paying both spring and fall 
installments. 

Taxpayers may pay in per- 
son at the Wabash County 
Treasurer’s Office in the 
Wabash County Court- 
house building on the main 
floor from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Mondays through Fridays, 
except for Election Day, 
Tuesday, May 3, when they 
will be closed.

Payments 
made with Visa debit card 
have a $3.95 per transac- 
tion fee. Visa, MasterCard, 
Discover and American 
Express credit cards have 
a 2.65 percent per transac- 
tion fee, with a minimum of 
$3.95 per transaction. Mas- 
terCard and Discover debit 
cards have a 2.65 percent 
per transaction fee, also 
with a minimum of $3.95 
per transaction. 

Indiana law requires the 
county treasurer to add a 
late payment penalty to 
the unpaid portions of the 
amounts due for each in- 
stallment of property taxes. 

The penalty will be in the 
amount of 5 percent of the 
unpaid tax if the install- 
ment is completely paid on 
or before the 30 days after 
the due date and property 
owners are not liable for 
delinquent property taxes 
first due and payable in a 
previous installment for the 
same parcel. 

Layman said taxpayers 
who did not receive all of 
their bills should contact 
the Wabash County Trea- 
surer’s Office.

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“The other members of the 
public were opposed. They 
said they don’t want them 
here. So that was kind of the 
guidance that we’ve been 
getting from the public,’ said 
Dawes. 

At Monday’s commission- 
ers’ meeting, Howard said 
there had been changes to the 
ordinance passed last year in- 
cluding to “reduce setbacks to 
a level that companies could at 
least be interested in talking to 
us.” 

“We also made some minor 
changes to the ordinance,” said 
Howard. 

Howard said the revised 
commercial solar ordinance 
had passed the plan commis- 
sion by a vote of 6-0. 

“Not all the feelings were 
the same, but through discus- 
sion, we all kind of came to the 
same conclusion,” said Dawes. 

The revised ordinance then 
passed the commissioners 
unanimously on first reading, 
with current chairman Barry 
Eppley abstaining.

NCAA sanctions three 
Ohio State women’s programs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
State’s athletics department has been giv- 
en four years probation and hit with oth- 
er sanctions as a result of self-reported 
recruiting and policy violations in three 
women’s sports, including basketball. 

The other violations, as outlined in a re- 
port issued Tuesday by the NCAA’s Divi- 


University. 


sion I Committee on Infractions, were in 
the women’s fencing and golf programs 
between 2015 and 2019. The university 
had self-reported the violations and in 
December 2020 imposed a postseason 
ban for all three sports in 2020-21. 

The violations in women’s basketball 
were related to former associate coach 
Patrick Klein, who in his August 2019 
resignation letter admitted he had vio- 
lated policies with players and recruits. 

The basketball team will have 52 
wins vacated and lose regular-season 
Big Ten titles in 2017 and 2018, as 
well as the 2018 conference tourna- 
ment crown. 

Violations found in the other two sports 
included going over set practice times in 
golf and inducing fencing recruits by giv- 
ing them free meals, lessons and access 
to the Ohio State facility. 


Watson reports to Browns 
for 1st offseason program

CLEVELAND De- 
shaun Watson walked 
through snow on the way 
to his first day of work 
with the Browns. Baker 
Mayfield was nowhere in 
sight. 

Watson reported to Cleve- 
land’s offseason program 
Tuesday to restart his ca- 
reer with the Browns, who 
mortgaged their short-term 
future by acquiring the 
controversial quarterback 
accused of sexual miscon- 
duct in a trade last month. 

With temperatures in the 
30s and late-spring snow 
falling, the former Houston 
QB arrived at the team’s 
facility in Berea, Ohio. 
The Browns posted a pho- 
to on Twitter of Watson, 
wearing a heavy winter 
jacket, before he entered 
the building. 

One of the reasons the 
three-time Pro Bowler 
and Georgia native, who 
played at Clemson in 
South Carolina, initially 
turned down the Browns in 
their pursuit before chang- 
ing his mind was because 
of Northeast Ohio’s frigid, 
wintry weather. 

Watson lost the one game 
he played in Cleveland 
with the Texans as howling 
winds made it almost im- 
possible to throw. 

He’ll have months to ac- 
climate. 

The Browns convinced 
Watson to join him and 
then traded three first- 
round draft picks and six 
selections overall in March 
to Houston for the 26-year- 
old, who faces 22 civil 
lawsuits from women ac- 
cusing him of sexual mis- 
conduct during massage 
therapy sessions. 

Browns coach Kevin Ste- 
fanski is scheduled to meet 
with reporters Wednesday. 
Watson is not expected to 
take any reporter’s ques- 
tions. 


Watson also faces disci- 
pline from the NFL, which 
is investigating whether he 
violated the league’s per- 
sonal-conduct policy. It’s 
possible he’ll be suspend- 
ed for part of the 2022 sea- 
son. 

The three-time Pro Bowl 
QB has professed his in- 
nocence. Two grand juries 
in Texas have declined to 
indict him on any criminal 
charges. However, Watson 
is still dealing with the 
civil lawsuits and has been 
giving depositions in re- 
cent weeks. 

The Browns did their 
own background check on 
Watson, and owners Dee 
and Jimmy Haslam felt so 
confident in the research — 
and after personally meet- 
ing with Watson — that they 
signed him to a fully guar- 
anteed $230 million con- 
tract after he waived his 
no-trade clause to come to 
Cleveland. 

The move for Watson ef- 
fectively ended Mayfield’s 
four-run year run with the 
Browns, who are looking 
to trade the former No. 1 
overall pick but are find- 
ing a limited market, part- 
ly due to his $18.8 million 
contract for next season. 

Mayfield was not at the 
team’s offseason program 
as he continues to rehab 
his surgically repaired left 
shoulder. Mayfield got 
hurt in the Browns’ sec- 
ond game and his struggles 
throughout an 8-9 season 
convinced the team to look 
for another quarterback. 

The team’s pursuit of 
Watson rankled Mayfield, 
who asked to be traded. 

Last week, Mayfield said 
the team’s front office 
wasn’t truthful with him in 
explaining their offseason 
plans. Mayfield said he felt 
“disrespected” by the team 
and was looking forward 
to reviving his career else- 
where.

WE fuel prices lingering 
near all-time highs in 
the United States, plenty of 
finger-pointing has been going 
around as to who is at fault. 

Much of that has been aimed at 
President Joe Biden. 

“This is a result of Biden 
policies, and everyone knows it,” 
said U.S. Sen. James Lankford. 
“They (Democrats) can try to 
change the subject all they want 
to, but everyone knows this 
is a direct result of the Biden 
policies.” 

Second District Congressman 
Markwayne Mullin, who hopes 
to succeed retiring U.S. Sen. Jim 
Inhofe, echoed those sentiments 
in a joint statement with fellow 
U.S. Reps. Steve Scalise and Jeff 
Duncan. 

“President Biden’s anti-Amer- 
ican energy policies have now 
caused American families to pay 
more for gas than at any other 
time in U.S. history,” they said. 

Past presidents such as George 
W. Bush and Barack Obama 
faced similar critiques when gas 
prices rose during their tenures. 

But the truth is that American 
presidents have little impact on 
gasoline prices. Instead, fuel 
prices rise and fall due to condi- 
tions American politicians can 


do little about. 

From the American Petroleum 
Institute: “The cost of crude 
oil is the largest factor in the 
retail price of gasoline. Because 
of this, changes in the retail 
price of gasoline typically track 
changes in the global crude oil 
price.” 

The current surge in gas prices 
can be linked to a few overriding 
factors. 

When the COVID-19 pandemic 
first struck, demand tanked, and 
so did prices. With prices falling 
below $2 a gallon domestically, 
oil producers here and abroad 
cut production. 

Demand for fuel surged once 
economies began to crawl out 
of the worst of the pandemic’s 
early days. Vaccines gave more 
people confidence to shop, travel 
and otherwise resume normal 
activities. 

But demand outpaced produc- 
tion, and supply chain disrup- 
tions have left oil producers 
with a shortage of rigs, trucks 
and workers. Ramping back up 
hasn’t been easy, and some pro- 
ducers, notably those in OPEC 
countries, have been reluctant to 
increase production very much. 

Upward pressure on gas prices 
increased following Russia’s 


invasion of Ukraine. Russia is 
one of the world’s largest oil 
producers, accounting for 10 
percent of the world’s supply. 
The U.S. and much of the 
world stopped buying Russian 
oil after the invasion, further 
constricting oil supplies, which 
pushed gas prices even higher. 
The American Petroleum Insti- 
tute acknowledged these factors 
but cited “policy uncertainty” 
from the Biden administration. 
Biden has put a moratorium on 
new federal public lands oil and 
gas leases, and the administra- 
tion has committed to shifting 
U.S. energy toward renewables. 
But domestic oil production 
has been rising steadily through- 
out Biden’s tenure as president. 
Additionally, about 9,000 unused 
federal public lands oil and gas 
leases remain untapped. While 
none of those are guaranteed 
to produce, the lack of activity 
there guarantees that production 
from these leases will be zero. 
Blaming high gas prices on a 
political rival is not new, but it’s 
also misplaced. There may be 
solutions to high gas prices, but 
they remain largely undiscovered 
or ignored.

Families, neighbors, workplaces, mar- 
ketplaces, the electorate, classrooms, 
courtrooms and their God depended upon 
them to do what they said they would do. 
Who does not follow, support, and lay 
down his life for one who keeps promis- 
es?

Hospitals to legislature: Drop dead

ing challenges faced by the 
state. At issue is the broad 
monopolization of hospital 
services and the resulting 
hospital prices that make 
Indiana a national outlier for 
healthcare costs. 

The deadline for the plan 
was April 1, and we now 
have an answer from the 
hospitals. In an Op-Ed 
couched in careful, lawyerly 
prose it said to the Indiana 
legislature, “Drop Dead.” 

The Op-Ed was signed by 
eight hospital CEOs who 
again denied that any sort 
of hospital pricing problem 
exists. It was a stunning 
example of falsities and 
misrepresentation that 
should enrage Hoosiers of 
every stripe. I will do my 
best to expose just a few. 

The hospital CEOs began 
with a laundry list of woeful 
complaints. They first 
grumbled of skyrocketing 
costs for travel nurses and 
drug prices. As it turns out, 
there are quantities of data 
on both of these issues. And, 
you guessed it, the facts 


don’t match the hospital 
CEO narrative. 

The average advertised 
wage for a ‘Travel Nurse’ 
with an RN from January 
1st to March 31st of this 
year was $36.00 an hour. 
But, over the same three 
months of 2020, the adver- 
tised pay averaged $40.00 
per hour, and that doesn’t 
even include an adjustment 
for inflation. Today, Hoosier 
travel nurses are paid one 
dollar less per hour than 
the same RNs nationwide. 
These data are from help 
wanted advertisements list- 
ed by a commercial aggre- 
gator of these data. 

One might suppose that 
the CEOs of some of the 
highest-priced hospitals 
in the world would pay 
their key staff a bit bet- 
ter. But, we live in a state 
with highly monopolized 
healthcare, whose ‘not-for- 
profit’ hospitals don’t feel 
market pressure to compete 
on wages. 

The claim about drug 
prices is also a clear mis- 
representation, or at least 
according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, who main- 
tain price index data. The 
fact is that over the past two 
years, drug prices have risen 
slower than inflation as a 
whole and at just about half 
the rate of hospital prices. 

The hospital CEOs also 
blamed insurers for ris- 
ing prices, claiming that 
insurance premiums are 
increasing at a pace greater 
than the associated med- 
ical expenditures. Again, 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics maintains data on 
health insurance and health- 


care pricing. You guessed 
it; the Producer Price Index 
for health insurance has 
risen more slowly than the 
Producer Price Index for 
hospital care over the past 
two years. 

It is almost like the hospi- 
tal CEOs don’t really have 
command of the facts. 

Not surprisingly, the CEOs 
also complained in advance 
about the next Rand Corpo- 
ration study that is due to 
be released in a few weeks. 
They grumble that the data 
is now two years old, thus 
out of date. The problem 
with that complaint is that 
the hospitals themselves 
have control of the data. If 
they wanted a ‘real-time’ 
comparison, they could do 
so tomorrow. Perhaps — 
and I’m just guessing here 
— they don’t really want 
real-time price comparisons. 

The hospital CEOs touted 
their ‘new’ models of 
healthcare, which they call 
‘bundled’ services. These 
are being offered to schools 
and other employers direct- 
ly. We would do well to be 
suspicious of these behav- 
iors. Historically, Indiana’s 
not-for-profit hospitals have 
been purchasing medical 
offices of providers to con- 
trol patient flows into their 
hospitals. This acquisition 
of ‘upstream’ activities, 
such as a physician’s office, 
is not a new innovation. 
This is a tactic right out of 
the ‘robber baron’ days that 
led to the first big anti-trust 
cases in the U.S. 

Moreover, the potential 
for monopolization through 
the bundling of services 
is specifically covered in 


detail by the Department 

of Justice in their anti-trust 
guidance. In a better world, 
hospitals would proceed 
cautiously with bundled 
services. Perhaps this is the 
sort of hubris is what you 
get after more than a decade 
of uncontested mergers and 
acquisitions. 

The Op-Ed piece went on 
to claim that the market for 
healthcare is working well 
and that focus should be di- 
verted from their operations 
to insurers, drug manufac- 
turers, and the poor health 
of Hoosiers. From their 
standpoint, that is a natural 
thing to say. These compa- 
nies have amassed financial 
holdings of more than $17.7 
billion, mostly tucked into 
Hedge Funds and Money 
Markets. 

In the pandemic year of 
2020, these hospitals earned 
a whopping $2.395 billion 
in profits, making it one 
fantastic year to be a not- 
for-profit entity. It is useful 
by comparison to know that 
Indiana’s hospital industry 
in 2020 earned a profit rate 
that was three times that of 
Walmart. The most profit- 
able of them all, IU Health, 
earned a 16.1 percent 
profit rate in 2020. Walmart 
earned just 3.6 percent in its 
best quarter of that year. 

To be fair, in the eyes of 
these hospital CEOs the 
healthcare marketplace 
couldn’t be working any 
better. History provides 
precisely zero examples of 
monopolists complaining 
about their markets. 

I haven’t covered all the 
deception in the hospital 
CEOs Op-Ed piece. That 


would take too much space. 
But, to be fair and balanced, 
they did have at least one 
good idea that I think the 
legislature should seriously 
consider. These CEOs noted 
that public health spending 
in Indiana lagged the nation, 
and they urged the legisla- 
ture to spend more on public 
health. This is a fine idea, 
and I urge both Senator 
Bray and Representative 
Huston to take steps to 
close the gap. Furthermore, 
I know precisely where 

the legislature can find the 
tax revenue to fund public 
health. A modest 11 percent 
tax on annual hospital 
profits would boost Hoosier 
public health spending to 
the national average. 

That still leaves a whop- 
ping $17 billion in assets 
held by these ‘not-for-profit’ 
hospitals. Nearly all of this 
was accrued from monopoly 
profits over the past decade. 
I'd like to see a 90 percent 
tax on those windfall profits; 
after all, these profits came 
from Hoosier families and 
businesses. To put it in 
context, that’d be more than 
enough to fund Indiana state 
government for more than a 
year. But even that won’t be 
sufficient to end the hospital 
monopoly problem. 

Having been told to “Drop 
Dead,” the Indiana General 
Assembly now begins the 
long process of unwinding 
Indiana’s hospital monopo- 
lies. This will take time and 
political courage, but it just 
might restore some sanity 
to healthcare pricing in our 
state.

The Indiana Department of Transportation and City of Wabash will 
host a public open house to inform residents and solicit feedback 
about the proposed Local Trax Railroad Grade Separation project. 

An in-person public open house will be hosted on Tuesday, April 26, 
2022, from 6 to 7:30 p.m. at the Eagles Theater in the fourth-floor 
ballroom. This update will include the chosen location, design updates, 
schedule updates and discussion. Project representatives will be 
prepared to discuss right of way, appearance of the new structure, 
drainage, traffic and schedule. 

The purpose of the project is to improve safety and mobility by 
addressing the adverse effects of the current at-grade crossings. By 
constructing a bridge to carry the motorists and pedestrians over the 
railroad, safety is greatly improved by reducing the potential for train, 
vehicle and pedestrian collisions while simultaneously providing 
unobstructed north-south access, reducing delays in emergency 
response times. 

The project study area includes Wabash Street to the west, the 
Wabash River to the east, Elm Street to the north and E. Main Street 
to the south. Six “build” alternatives and one “no build” alternative were 
analyzed. The engineers report updated in June 2020 determined that 
constructing the overpass at East Street best met the purpose of the 
project. The City and INDOT have proposed closing the railroad 
intersections at Spring, Huntington and Thorne streets once 
construction is complete. Special consideration was given to minimize 
impacts to cultural and historic resources. 

There will be temporary and permanent right-of-way that will be 
acquired for this project. Construction is estimated to begin in 2023 or 
2024.

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Moving beyond masks: Biden toils to put pandemic behind him

WASHINGTON — Pres- 
ident Joe Biden’s adminis- 
tration has been working for 
months to prepare people to 
rethink their personal risk 
calculations as the nation 
gets used to the idea of living 
with an endemic COVID-19. 

But that measured ap- 
proach disappeared abrupt- 
ly when a federal judge on 
Monday threw out the fed- 
eral requirement to mask up 
when using mass transit. The 
ruling added to the urgency 
of the messaging challenge 
as the administration tries 
to move past the virus in 
the lead-up to midterm elec- 
tions. 


After the government 
last month eased indoor 
mask-wearing guidelines 


for the vast majority of 
Americans — even in schools 
— masking on planes was 
one of the last redoubts of 
the national COVID-19 re- 
strictions. Now, as the pol- 
icy falls, the administration 
turns to accelerating its 
efforts to provide the best 
advice for millions making 
their own personal safety de- 
cisions in the still-dangerous 
pandemic. 


It’s both a public health 
imperative and an important 
shift in emphasis for Biden’s 
political future. 

“There is an opportunity 
now, instead of saying this is 
a disappointing ruling, they 
could say this is a good time 
to have a conversation about 
how we move forward in this 
pandemic about risk calcula- 
tion,” said Dr. Amesh Adalja 
an infectious disease physi- 
cian and a senior scholar at 
the Johns Hopkins Center 
for Health Security. 

“With COVID-19, I think 
we're at a point with immu- 
nity from prior infections, 
vaccines, home tests and 
treatments that we can start 
to manage this the way we 
manage other infectious dis- 
eases,” he said. 

Biden himself went all-in 
on flexibility Tuesday when 
asked if Americans should 
mask up on planes. 

“That’s up to them,” Biden 
declared during a visit to 
Portsmouth, New Hamp- 
shire. But his own White 
House nonetheless continues 
to require face coverings for 
those traveling with him on 
Air Force One, citing guid- 
ance from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion. 


The shift toward less for- 
mal regulation was actual- 
ly previewed in a 100-page 
plan released by the White 
House coronavirus response 
team in February. Back then, 
administration officials had 
hoped that children under 5 
would be eligible for vacci- 
nation by now — a move that 
would have eased the con- 
cern of millions of parents 
and provided the umbrella of 
protection to nearly every- 
one in the U.S. who wanted 
1t. 

Monday’s court order lift- 
ing the mask mandate came 
at a crossroads in the nation’s 
pandemic response, just shy 
of a year to the day from 
when all American adults 
were eligible for vaccination 
against COVID-19. The rul- 
ing sent government agen- 
cies and the White House 
scrambling to comply, but 
that didn’t stop momentary 
confusion among travelers as 
airlines and airports dropped 
their mask requirements — in 
some cases mid-flight. 

The administration stressed 
that Americans should still 
comply with CDC recom- 
mendations to wear face cov- 
erings, even in the absence of 
the mandate. Biden’s press 
secretary, Jen Psaki, said as

much just an hour before his 
“up to them” comment. 

“The CDC continues to ad- 
vise and recommend masks 
on airplanes. We’re abiding 
by the CDC recommenda- 
tions, the president is, and 
we would advise all Ameri- 
cans to do that,” she said. 

Psaki on Tuesday indicated 
that while the administration 
was disappointed with the 
ruling, it didn’t rank with 
Congress’ inability to reach 
a compromise on additional 
COVID funding to purchase 
booster shots and antiviral 
treatments. 

“Those are our biggest con- 
cerns,” she said. 

Face-covering require- 
ments, which have proven to 
lower the risks of infection, 
have grown increasingly po- 
litical in the U.S. over the 
last year, particularly as cas- 
es and severe outcomes have 
fallen. 

The lingering mandate for 
public transit and air travel 
served as a daily remind- 
er for many people that the 


pandemic they badly wanted 
to be over was still affecting 
their lives, even if vaccina- 
tions and antiviral treatments 
had dramatically lowered 
their risk. For others who 
are still fearful of the virus, 
each roll-back of pandem- 
ic restrictions has sparked 
fresh disquiet — and in some 
cases criticism of the Biden 
administration. 

“There are still a lot of peo- 
ple in this country who still 
want to have masks in place 
— either they have immuno- 
compromised relatives, they 
have kids under 5, whatever 
it may be,” said Psaki. 

Monday’s court ruling 
hastened an outcome that 
was likely coming in weeks 
anyway. Many administra- 
tion officials believed that 
last week’s 15-day extension 
of the mask order to May 3 
would be the last. The public 
health agency had asked for 
the additional time to mon- 
itor whether a recent rise in 
infections would result in 
increased hospitalizations or 


deaths. So far it hasn’t. 

The court’s order caught 
the administration by sur- 
prise and left it struggling 
to grasp its impact — both on 
the requirement’s end and 
on CDC’s authorities going 
forward. 

“CDC scientists had asked 
for 15 days to make a more 
data-driven durable deci- 
sion,’ Dr. Aashish Jha, the 
new White House COVID-19 
coordinator, tweeted on 
Tuesday. “We should have 
given it to them.” 

The uptick in cases and a 
recent spate of positive cas- 
es in Biden’s orbit — includ- 
ing second gentleman Doug 
Emhoff and House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi — was a potent 
reminder that the virus isn’t 
going away. 

Biden, 79, was never iden- 
tified as a “close contact” 
under CDC guidelines, the 
White House said, and offi- 
cials emphasized that he is 
strongly protected against 
the virus by being vaccinated 
and twice-boosted.

Bowen Center to offer 
Narcan in Wabash

officer Capt. Matt A. Ben- 
son said just during the last 
year, they had responded to 
17 calls for overdose, two of 
those being fatalities. 

Benson said their officers 
have used the opioid over- 
dose treatment Narcan in the 
past, but that there was “no 
documentation on how many 
times we have used it and or 
have been successful.” 

On Monday, April 19, 
Bowen Center public rela- 
tions and marketing man- 
ager Claudia Johnson said 
their Wabash office, 255 N. 
Miami St., now offers “free, 
confidential access” to Nal- 
oxone kits. 

Naloxone, sometimes re- 
ferred to as Narcan, is a 
medication designed to help 
rapidly reverse the effects of 
an opioid overdose. 

“The Center is partnering 
with Overdose Lifeline and 
a local nurse who is volun- 
teering her time to ensure the 
box remains stocked with 
single-dose kits for the com- 


munity,” said Johnson. 

Bowen Center Wabash 
director Danielle Gargiulo 
said anyone struggling with 
opioid addiction or who has 
a family member, friend or 
co-worker struggling with an 
opioid addiction to take Nal- 
oxone kits to have on hand 
in the event of a suspected 
overdose. 

“The medication is safe 
and will not harm someone 
if administered who is not 
experiencing an opioid over- 
dose, but it can reverse the 
effects almost immediately,” 
said Gargiulo. 

Johnson said access to Nal- 
oxone for opioid overdose 
rescue is a priority for the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (HHS) re- 
sponse to the opioid crisis. 

“Widespread dispensing 
of Naloxone to persons in 
treatment for substance use 
disorder increases the like- 
lihood that an opioid over- 
dose in their community 
will be attended to,’ said 


Bowen Recovery Center in 
Fort Wayne director Carolyn 
Warner-Greer, M.D. “While 
we routinely prescribe Nal- 
oxone rescue kits to any 
person who may be around 
opioid use, we cannot have 
too much of this medication 
in our community.” 

According to the HHS, 
more than 760,000 people 
have died since 1999 from 
a drug overdose, two out of 
three drug overdose deaths 
in 2018 involved an opioid 
and rural counties are nearly 
three times more likely to be 
ranked low dispensing than 
metropolitan counties 

“The goal is to save lives 
and reduce deaths by over- 
dose and we hope the com- 
munity will come to Bowen 
Center ... in Wabash to take 
what they need any time of 
the day or night. The Nal- 
oxBox is a self-dispensing 
box mounted outside of our 
Community Room entrance. 
Each kit contains simple in- 
structions to follow,’ said

Gargiulo. 

Garguilo said the Nalox- 
Box is like a free book or 
food box “with easy access 
to anyone in need.” 

“Statically rural counties 
like Wabash dispense Nalox- 
one at a much lower rate than 
metropolitan counties. This 
is concerning when drug 
addiction is so prevalent 
everywhere and two out of 
three drug overdose deaths 
in 2018 involved an opioid. 
Naloxone is a medication 
designed to give individuals 
another chance at recovery,” 
said Gargiulo. “I am excit- 
ed we can offer this to our 
community and truly hope 
it does save lives and gives 
mothers, fathers, brothers, 
sisters, aunts, uncles, nieces, 
nephews and friends another 
chance to break away from 
their addiction and onto a 
healthier life.”

At Wabash 


County Board of Commis- 
sioners meeting, Wabash 
County Clerk Lori Drap- 
er presented two items for 
consideration. 

The first was an annual 
renewal agreement with Mi- 
croVote. 

On March 28, the Wabash 
County Election Board met 
in Draper’s office to prepare 
for the primary election. 
Draper said an important 
part of the meeting was the 
testing of the voting ma- 
chines. Draper said the Wa- 
bash County Election Board 
tests the voting machines 
before every local election. 
Representing the Wabash 
County Democratic Party 
was Nancy Whitmere and 
representing the Wabash 
County Republican Party 
was Nan Rowe. Draper said 
the direct-recording elec- 
tronic (DRE) voting ma- 
chines, the MicroVote Infin- 
ity and the card reader for 
the absentee vote by mail 
ballots were all successfully 
tested. 

At Monday’s meeting, the 
MicroVote contract was re- 
newed unanimously. 

The second item was a re- 
quest by Draper to increase 
the amount allocated per 
poll worker to buy them 
food on Election Day. 

Draper said they regu- 


larly serve meals to the 
poll workers. In 2008, the 
amount spent per poll work- 
er was raised from $13 to 
$20. Draper asked for that 
to be raised from $20 to $25 
for this year’s primary elec- 
tion. 

“We use less poll work- 
ers with the vote centers so 
this is not going to be an in- 
crease in the budget,” said 
Draper. “Groceries have 
gone up a lot.” 

The commissioners then 
also approved this request 
unanimously.

Draper said the Tuesday, 
May 3 primary elections “are 
for the two major parties of 
the state of Indiana to choose 
their candidates.” 

Draper said voters must de- 
clare themselves to be either 
a member of the Republican 
or Democratic parties to re- 
ceive a ballot.
